Sir: 

This letter is in response to the examiner's letter dated 
November 4, 2002 wherein the examiner required the Applicants to 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits 
under 35 U.S.C. § 121. 

In this letter, the examiner states that the present 
application contains claims directed to two patentability distinct 
species of the claimed invention, namely, Group 1 directed to a 
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drive gear that is part of a tilt adjustment mechanism for a seat 
back (claim 7); and Group 2 directed to a drive gear that is part 
of a reducing transmission (claim 8) . The examiner also states 
that claims 1-6 appear to be generic. 

Applicants hereby elect the species in Group 1. Applicant 
believes claims 1-7 read on this species. Applicant further 
asserts that claims 1-6 are generic.
